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1. DEPT HAS NOTED CHANGES REPORTED REFTEL B. 

2. DEPT IS PREPARED TO ACCEPT PRESENT TEXT OF DRAFT 
RECOMMENDATION. EVEN THOUGH PRESENT TEXT IS NOT OPTIMUM 
WE WOULD WISH, IT IS FAR IMPROVED OVER ORIGINAL SECRETARIAT 
TEXT WITH WHICH DEPT STRONGLY DISAGREED. DEPT IS CONCERNED 
THAT SUGGESTION OF A FEW CHANGES IN PRESENT TEXT WOULD LEAD 
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TO REOPENING OF ENTIRE TEXT. THIS COULD WELL RESULT IN 
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DEVELOPMENT OF FINAL TEXT WHICH USDEL MIGHT HAVE TO OPPOSE. 

3. DEPT IS HOPEFUL THAT AT 18TH GC, SCIENCE COMMISSION 
AND PLENARY WILL ONLY CONSIDER THIS ITEM IN A GENERAL 
DEBATE, AND MOVE TO ADOPT CONCLUSIONS APPROVED BY SPECIAL 
COMMITTEE. ACCORDINGLY, DEPT DOES NOT ANTICIPATE INITIAT- 
ING RPT INITIATING A MOVE TO AMEND PRESENT TEXT. PERMDEL 
SHOULD MAKE THIS POINT WITH U.K., JAPANESE, AND FRENCH 
DELS DESCRIBING IT AS PRESENT, THOUGH PRELIMINARY, U.S. 
POSITION. PERMDEL SHOULD PROBE DELS TO DISCERN HOW DEEPLY 
ANY OF THEM MAY BE OPPOSED TO PRESENT TEXT. IF OPPOSITION 

IS NOT SIGNIFICANT AND ADAMANT. PERMDEL SHOULD URGE THEM TO 

SERIOUSLY CONSIDER NOT RAISING AMENDMENTS AT 18TH GC. 

4. DEPT WOULD APPRECIATE YOUR ANALYSIS OF DEPT CONCLUSION 
THAT INITIATION OF AMENDMENTS BY U.S. AND/OR UK, JAPANESE 
OR FRENCH DELS, ALL OF WHOM PARTICIPATED IN SPECIAL 
COMMITTEE, WOULD PROBABLY LEAD TO REOPENING OF ENTIRE TEXT 
AND CONCOMITANT LIKELIHOOD THAT ENSUING FINAL TEXT WOULD 
BE LESS ACCEPTABLE TO U.S. IN THIS REGARD, DEPT WOULD 
APPRECIATE ANY INFO CONCERNING POSSIBLE SECRETARIAT 
INTERESTS TO HAVE FINAL TEXT RESEMBLE ORIGINAL SECRETARIAT 
DRAFT. 

5. IF, AT 18TH GC, OTHER DELS INTRODUCE ONLY A FEW, MINOR 
(AND UNOBJECTIONABLE) AMENDMENTS, AND THIS DOES NOT LEAD 
TO ATTEMPTS AT REVISION OF WHOLE TEXT, DEPT BELIEVES THAT 
U.S. SHOULD REMAIN IN PASSIVE ROLE. 

6. HOWEVER IF GC MOVES TO REVISE TEXT AS A WHOLE, DEPT 
VIEW IS THAT USDEL SHOULD MAINTAIN U.S. POSITION AS 
STRENUOUSLY AS MAINTAINED AT SPECIAL COMMITTEE. ACCORD- 
INGLY, USDEL WOULD BE GUIDED BY U.S. POSITION PAPER FOR 
SPECIAL COMMITTEE, MAKING USE, AS APPROPRIATE, SPECIFIC 
PROPOSALS TABLED BY USDEL DURING SPECIAL COMMITTEE. IN 
PARTICULAR, USDEL WOULD SEEK THE CHANGES IN PRESENT TEXT 
WHICH ARE INDICATED BELOW IN PARA 8. 

7. PERMDEL SHOULD BRING PARA 6, ABOVE, TO ATTENTION OF 
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UK, JAPANESE AND FRENCH DELS ONLY AFTER HAVING ASCERTAINED 
SERIOUSNESS OF THEIR OPPOSITION TO PRESENT TEXT. WE 
WOULD NOT WISH THIS INFORMATION TO ENCOURAGE THEM TO 
INTRODUCE RELATIVELY MINOR AMENDMENTS, BECAUSE, AS 
EXPLAINED ABOVE, WE ARE CONCERNED THAT THIS MAY LEAD TO 
GENERATION OF A FINAL PRODUCT LESS ACCEPTABLE TO US (AND 
TO THEM, AS WELL). 
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8. FOLLOWING ARE SPECIFIC PROVISIONS REFERRED TO ABOVE 
IN PARA 6: 

A. CAPTION PRECEDING PARA 14: "ETHICAL" SHOULD BE 
DELETED. IT DOES NOT SERVE TO DESCRIBE CONTENT OF PARA 
14; AND WHILE QUESTION OF WHETHER A DEFINITION OF 
SCIENTIFIC ETHICS SHOULD BE ATTEMPTED IS ITSELF CONTRO- 
VERSIAL, IF A DEFINITION IS ATTEMPTED, IT SHOULD NOT BE 
IN THE FORM OF A TANGENTIAL REFERENCE. 

B. PARA 21(C): FOR "PROVIDING THE NECESSARY FUNDS" 

SUBSTITUTE FOLLOWING OR SIMILAR LANGUAGE "CONSIDERING THE 
PROVISION OF FUNDS". THIS CHANGE RESULTS FROM THE FACT 
THAT PARA 21(C) DOES NOT REFLECT CURRENT U.S. POLICY. THE 

CHANGE WOULD MAKE THE LANGUAGE SUFFICIENTLY FLEXIBLE SO 
THAT IT WOULD NOT CAUSE US DIFFICULTY. 

9. DEPT WOULD APPRECIATE PROMPT REPORT ON SEPT 4 MEETING 

TO ASSIST US IN PREPARING POSITION PAPER FOR 18TH GC. INGERSOLL 
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
